WILLCOX AND HUGHES
REFUTE SECRET PACT

New. York, Oct. 25 —Charles I.
Hughes, Republican candidate for
president, denied the charges of the
Democratic national committee, that
he had entered into a secret agree-
ment with the American independent
conference in which Jeremiah Al
O'Leary is said to be the central fig-
ure.

His denial was in reply to a state-
ment issued from Democratic head-
quarters in this city containing  what
purported to be a report made by Mr.
O'Leary at the session of the confer-
ence in Chicago as to what oecurred
at a meeting between Mr. Hughes
and a committee from the conference
headed by O'Leary. In this alleged
report O'Leary was quoted as having
said:

“Mr. Hughes promised that his fu-
ture conduact in the speech-making
line should be entirely *ulll'«fdl_tul‘\ to
the interests of the committee.’

The Democratic statement charg-
ed that O'Leary and his committee
were delegated to meet Mr. Hughes
and asc url un his attitude with refer-
ence to “Mr. Roosevelt's pro-British
and anti-American utterances in
sarticular and his (Mr. Hughes') pol-
icles in general.”
